B*rn to Bad Lath. 


There ia a superstition that som* men 


-ar« born to bad luck, while others arc 
born to good lack. DeLong, the Arctic 
explored certainly had a ran of bad 
luck. The loss ol the Jeannette was 
not nmch of a calamity; bat the loss of 
himself anc> a party of his crew was 
certainly a great calamity. The New 
York Herald summarizes the misfor- 
tunes 
of DeLong and 
his 
party: 


"Erery chance failed them. Had they 
landed but thirty miles farther west- 
ward they soou would have entered a 
Tillage of the natives. Had their coarse 
after landing been deflected bat little 
from the path it took they would have 
found » hut where the carcasses of 
twenty reindeer were hanging. They 
passed within twenty versts of it—only 
a little more than thirteen miles. Had 
some straggling natives who saw their 
fresh footprints in the snow been at- 
tracted to follow them instead of fright- 
ened by the spectacle; had even a shot- 
gun not been abandoned on the ice after 
the wreck of the Jeannette, they might 
.have been rescued." 


It has leaked out that the Democrats 


propose to male a etill hunt for Col- 
orado. Their chief objective point will 
tie tbs Legislature; which will have the 
election of a United States' Senator for 
a fall term!. If they oomld succeed, this 
gain jrould offset tuo loks of a Senator 
in Oregon, and might give them ' the 
control of the next Senate. Colorado 
has never yet elected a Democrat to the 
Senate. But its majority is small -as 
Garfleld received less than 3,000—and' 
the Democrats argue that the change of 
a few" hundred vote's would " give them 
the State. There have been some dif- 
ferences in the Republican party in the 
State but not enough to cause serious 
apprehension. 


Harry Tbcm Alone- 


The steamship which sailed for Hong 


Kong yesterday carred away 600 Chi- 
nese passengers. 
Only 75 of these 


could obtain certificates enabling them 
to return to this country. The remain- 
ing 5S25 are composed of the the ragged 
and diseased offscourings of sluma, 
hospitals and poor-houses of Chinatown. 
For some time past well to-do Chinese 
merchants, who contribute the most to 
charitable funds of the Six Companies, 
hare been groaning under the baiden of 
assessments, made necessary to sup 
port the old, worn-ont and diseased 
Chinese. It finally occurred to these 
merchants that to keep this penniless 
and sick army to feed, clothe and house, 
and finally to send their bones to China, 
would be much more expense than to 
bundle the whole lot off at ODCO and 
thereby end that source of trouble— 
.the Six Companies paupers. The ap- 
pearance of this army of medicants 
beggars description. 


Fast Mall Service. 


There ought to bn a fust mail service 


between Now Yo.k and San Francisco 
—and there will be one of these days— 
but tha efforts of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to secure it have thus far proven 
fruitless. Five diys between San Fran- 
cisco and New York is not an unreason- 
ably fast time, and we look to see the 
time reduced to four days. TUe slow 
pace on some of the roads renders te- 
dious, a jouruey which ought to be one 
of pleasure. It is not only the Pacific 
road* that make slow time. Some ol 
the roads east of the Missouri, which 
make great advertisiug pretensions o;
